WENT 10 DEATH 
WITH HIS ROS 


Ernest V. Wilcox Died With 
Flowers on His Breast. 


SUICIDE OF A CONDUCTOR 
AN EMPIOYE OF THE FOURTH 
‘STREET INE. 


He Bought a Bunch of Perle des Jar- 
din Roses, Took a Dose of Mor- 
phine and Made His Exit 
Poetically. 

With a bunch of Perle des Jardin roses 
@cross his breast and a large vase of the 
game flowers on the stand at the head of 


his bed, that he might inhale their delight- 
ful fragrance, Mrnest V. Wilcox lay on his 


bed in his room at 1430 Mississippi avenue | 


and calmly awaited the death he realized 
Was inevitable because of the quantity of 
morphine he had swallowed. | 

Wilcox. was 23 vears old a conductor on 
the Fourth street cable branch of the St. 
Louis Transit Co. He had planned his sui- 
cide dispassienately. He had often threat- 
ened to end his life and on the day he put 
his threats into execution he several times 
let fall remarks indicative of his purpose. 
But no one paid any heed. It was thought 
his threats were idle. 

The body was discovered by his room- 
mate, Herman Lavender, at 2:15 
Saturday morning. A physician was in- 
stantly syimmoned, but the powerful dru 
had been by his system and h 
had stopped breathing before the physician 
arrived. 

Wileox came to St. Louis last May when 
the street car strike was in progress. When 
he applied for a position with the transit 
company he told Superintendent John Ma- 
honev that his-home was in Paris, Oneida 
County, N. Y. He said he had formerly 
worked in Chicego, and that his father and 
sister lived at Elva, De Kalb County, 
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worked regularly since that time. 

A month ago went to board with G. 
M. Empey, 
which Wilcox was employed, and who kept 
a boarding house at 112 
Wilcox was appar well educated an 
of an agreealle position. He made 
friends with Mr. and Mrs. Empey and with 
the other boarders. He -was rather slight 
of physique and in comparatively delicate 
health, but did not complain much. He 
read many books and while he talked and 
mingled freely with his fellow bcarders he 
never told much of his former life. 


Had Talked 

of Suicide. 

Ever since he began boarding with the 
Empeys he was heard to say at intervals 
that life was not worth living, and 
some day he would end all his troubles by 
committing suicide. He made these speech- 
es in a semi-jesting manner, and no 
ever took him seriously. One day 
week he told Empey he thought

Hie opened the door and found the 
gas burning brightly. He saw his friend on 
the bed. He was reclining on his side 
though he had dropped off to sleep while 
‘reading. 

By his side on the floor was a newspaper 
that he had evidently been reading. A part- 
ly smokeé cigar had fallen by the side of 
the paper. There was nothing in Wilcox's 
attitude that betokened death. 

Lavender spoke to him and when he got 
no response he supposed his friend was 


sleeping. Lavender disrobed and got into 
the bed.

| At 9 o'clock Sykes drove in a light buggy |

transfer stables on the “island,’’ where he 
was immediately joined by another man. | 
The two had a conversation, which was) 
| overheard by a bystander. The latter in- 
| formed Policeman John Drury that it per- | 
| tained to the removal of some articles that 
| were hidden in the vicinity. 
| The officer arrested Sykes, but his com- 
|} panion escaped In tne darkness, The goods 
| under discussion were four bundles of flan- 
| nelette, which were taken with the pris- 
/oner to the East St. Louis police headquar- 
|} ters, 
It was afterwards learned the goods had 
| been stolen from a freight car in the Van- 
| daila yards, the robbery having been com- | 
' mitted a few nights previous. On that occa- | 
sion the car had been robbed of a large | 
| quantity of merchandise, which is belfeved | 
to be concealed somewhere on the island. 
| Sykes denies any complicity in the theft. |

IN SANITARIUM. 


Good Joke on the Bank Which Had 
Him at Work Preparing a Fine 
New System of Book- 
keeping. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—In spite of the re- 

fard of $5000 offered for the capture of 
Cornelius L. Alvord, the defaulting note 
teller of the First National Bank, is still 
at large. One statement is to the effect 
that Alvord was taken to and is still in a 
Sanitarium not far from Mount Vernon. 
The assertion is made that when the dc- 
faulter knew he had been detected in his 
stealing he completely collapsed. 

Among the interesting gossip heard in 
Wall street banking circles is a story that 
several months ago the directors of the 
First National Bank had decided to insti- 
tute a system of bookkeeping which would 
prevent stealing among the clerks or minor 
officials of the bank. 


Joke on 
the Bank. 
After discussing the matter for a long 
time it was finally decided to appoint a com- 
mittee of experts to devise such a system. 


After much deliberation the directors finally 
chose as the committee of experts Cashier 
Reed, Assistant Cashier Backus and Note 
Teller Alvord. 

According to common report, this commit- 
tee has been working early and late on the 
elaborate system. it was said that they 
| were engaged upon it at the time Mr. Back- 
'us actually discovered Mr. Alvord’s short- 
age, which suddenly deprived the commit- 
tee of his valuable advice. 

The story could not be confirmed at the 
bank, but was generally believed in bank- 
ing circles, where it caused much amuse- 
ment. ’ 

in order to make clear certain alleged 
misstatements, Vice-President Hine of the 
First National has explained in detail some 
of the incidents leading up to the discov- 
ery of Alvord’s crime. In the first place 
| Mr. Hine said Alvord had worked steadily 
'and without suspicion until the afternoon 
of the 18th instant. By the merest acci- 
dent a clerk saw him make certain erasures 
in the clearing house sheet, and while he 
thought th's unusual said nothing about it 
to anybody, until shortly after 4 o'clock. 
By that time Alvord had gone, but it was 
expected that he would return, as he had 
some work to finish. 

When Alvord failed to return, the clerk 
who had seen him make the erasures made 
casual mention of the matter to Assistant 
'Cashier Backus. The latter, without sus- 
| pecting that anything was wrong, looked 
over Alvord’s balance and soon found sev- 
eral discrepancies. He was on the point of 

leaving matters for Alvord’s adjustment 

when he decided to make a further exam- 
ination, and soon saw that many items 
had been deliberately falsified. 

| J3y this time the suspicions of the assist- 
| ant cashier had become very much aroused, 
|All the high officials of the bank had gone 
for che day, but gathering a number of 
'clerks, Mr. Backus went hurriedly over the 
' note teller’'s books, and in a few moments 
had overwhelming proof of Alvord’s guilt.
